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THE NATURE 


PRESENT EPIDEMIC, IS IT MALIGNANT 
OR ASIATIC CHOLERA ? 


B EFORE entering on the consideration of this subject it is 


almost absolutely ecessary to define certain technical 
terms which must be used, and briefly to recapitulate such 
points of the modern doctrine as to the nature and propagation 
of the pestilence generally spoken of as “* Cholera,” as may 
be necessary to a clear understanding of the distinctions - and 
comparisons, hereafter to be made. Firstly then, what is meant 
by the term epidemic? In regard to this, as well as certain 
other of the terms to be defined, we cannot, perhaps, do better 
than to accept the dicta of Ernest Wagner whose Manual of 
General Pathology has an authority second to no other work 
of the kind. In reference to the terms used in describing the 
distribution and progress of disease this author speaks, as 
follows : “* Those diseases are called epidemic which attack a 
number of persons at the same time, #.e., on the same day, 
within the same week or month, and in the same manner. If 
the pestilence spread over a whole population, it is called 
pandemic. If, finally, the same disease be often repeated in 
one locality, it is called endemic.” (Op. cit. Am. trians. p. 140). 
In this sense we are certainly nght in describing the now 
existing disease as epidemic; that it is in no sense endemic 
we hope to prove further on. 


The terms contagious and infectious are most loosely used 
both by the laity and by medical writers. We will not enter 
upon any long discussion as to the propriety of this or that 
use of either word, but will simply state the sense in 
which they are understood and used by the present writ- 
er and, to avoid confusion, must beg our readers to bear 
in mind the meaning here ascribed to each. The best 
definition of the term infectiousness, as applied to disease, 
which we have met with, is that given. by Liebermeister, 
(Ziemssen’s Cyclopedia of Medicine, Vol. I. p. 1,) as follows. 
‘Under the name Infectious Diseases we group together 
those affections which we know, or at least believe, must ori- 
ginate through the infection of the system with certain 
peculiar poisonous matters, and which are mainly distinguish- 
ed from the ordinary poisons by the.fact that they can 
reproduce themselves under favouring conditions to an end- 
less degree.” 


In this sense small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, typhoid 
fever, cholera, the plague and malarial diseases such as ague 
and remittent fever are infectious. Contagious diseases, 
using the word contagious in its primary and strict sense, are 
those which may be acquired by simple contact with the 
body of an affected person; all contagious diseases are 
therefore infectious, but all infectious diseases are by no means 
contagious. The writer does not wish to be understood as 
stating that the word contagious must be understood in the 
above limited sense wherever it is met with, for by many 
authors contagious is used nearly in the more general inten- 
tion above ascribed to infectious ; but it is in its restricted 
meaning, as just defined, that it will be used throughout the 
present article. In this sense small-pox, measles and scarlet 
fever are contagious, malarial diseases are not. 


In the case of comparatively but few of the infectious dis- 
eases is the actual agent of infection positively known. In 
small pox and scarlet fever, the infection is undoubtedly trans- 
mitted by the detachment of the secretions of the skin, or of 
portions of the skin itself, gawd while these diseases may be, 
and generally are, coumufunicated by actual contact with a 
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diseased body, it often occurs that infection takes place by 
the reception on the part of the well, of the skin products 
above mentioned, at considerable distance either of time or 
space from the case furnishing the infection. 

In typhoid fever the infecting agent is almost certainly 
confined solely to the stools of the patient, and, while it is very 
unlikely that mere contact with the sick will ensure the pro- 
duction of the disease in another, it is easily conceivable, and 
has again and again occurred, that by pollution of water or 
food by the discharges of a typhoid patient, whole families or 
neighborhoods should be attacked by the disease ; it is even 
possible that the infecting material having become dried, may 
float in the air as dust and so give rise to cases of which it 
would be hopeless to attempt to trace the original source. 

The communication of cholera is now almost universally 
acknowledged to take place chiefly, if not solely, in a manner 
resembling that of typhoid fever. The evidence in favour of 
the transmission of cholera by the stools and vomit of the 
sick is overwhelming ; but there are phenomena in the mani- 
festations of the disease which, although they are not inex- 
plicable on the supposition of such a mode of propagation, 
are of such a nature as to have caused many to believe in an 
atmospheric or telluric influence, sometimes included in the 
convenient term “ malaria;” as an active factor in the cau- 
sation of cholera ; but we will return to this hereafter. It is 
however beyond a doubt that most cases of cholera are 
susceptible of explanation upon the theory of infection by the 
excretions of the sick, and upon this theory only; while measures 
of prevention undertaken upon the basis of this hypothesis, 
have been attended by a degree of success that warrants the 
hope that at some future day we may be able to control the: 
spread of this dread pestilence as certainly as we are now 
able to limit and stamp out typhoid fever. If the people will 
but grasp the facts that cholera is transmissible by the ex- 
cretions of the sick and probably by these alone, and that by 
the proper treatment of these excretions they may with an 
almost absolute certainty be rendered harmless, the disease 
will lose half its terrors and we may hope ere many years to 
see the last great epidemic of this dire malady. 


So long as the disease is believed to affect its victims 
irrespective of exposure, precaution, or the existence of previ- 
ous cases ; so long as medical men encourage an unreasoning 
fear of being afraid of cholera, on the ground that the disease 
is causable by fear alone,—which is absurd—so long will we 
witness the pitiable spectacle of a presumably intelligent com-, 
munity denying or ignoring the existence of danger and refus- 
ing to take precautions of proved value and simple form, from 
fear of panic. For one case in which fear of the disease, by 
its depressing influence, has determined an attack, hundreds 
have fallen from the neglect of sanitary precautions by indi- 
viduals and communities due to this silly dread of alarming the 
public. People cannot and will not exercise precaution against 
a danger, the existence of which they do not know, orthe reality 
of swhich they are taught to disbelieve. The labors of 
medical men would be far more worthily bestowed if employed 
in instructing the public as to the known laws of epidemic 
disease and the methods of its prevention, than in denying 
the danger, or mystifying the subject by words without mean- 
ing and groundless guesses as to far-fetched, incompetent, and 
mysterious modes of causation. 

It is indubitable that an unusually fatal and wide spread 
epidemic disease has existed for several months past in the 
more southern provinces of the Empire ; and that cases of the 
same, or a closely similar malady, are occurring, in rapidly 
increasing number both in Tokio and Yokohama. It is also 
beyond denial that the disease in question bears a close re- 
semblance in its symptoms to that whichis recognized and 
dreaded the world over as Malignant or Asiatic Cholera ; 
while its rate of mortality has even exceeded that of many 
recorded epidemics of the latter. 

The just pablished official report of the Home Department, 
covering the period from May 22d to July 25th, gives the total 
number of cases as 31, 759; of deaths 18,017; of recoveries 
3,731, and as remaining under treatment 10,011. This is a 
mortatily of 56.73 per cent. for the whole number of places 
attacked; for Osaka, however, the death rate has been 77.66 
per cent. while in many other localities it has ranged between 
60 and 70 per cent. 
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It is loudly asserted however, both by medical men and 
laymen, that the present epidemic is not Malignant or Asiatic 
Cholera, but simply a somewhat unusual development of an 
endemic malady due either to malaria, to improper food, more 
particularly unripe fruit and vegetables ; to bad drainage, in- 
sufficient ventilation or polluted water ; all well recognized as 
predisposing to the attack of any epidemic disease. At the 
same time the contagiousness or infectiousness of the disease 
in question is denied in toto upon grounds which we 
will consider further on. There is but one disease 
known to science which bears even a remote resemblance to 
Malignant or Asiatic Cholera, namely, that described 
under the various names of Summer Cholera, Simple Cholera, 
Cholera Nostras, English Cholera or Cholera Morbus, of 
which synonyms, for brevity’s sake, the ‘last will hereafter be 
used to distinguish this disease as opposed to Malignant, 
Asiatic, or Epidemic Cholera, for which we shall use the ex- 
pressive title of Malignant only. 


It is a fair presumption therefore, that this disease, Cholera 
Morbus, is the disorder which is meant to be described under 
the vague and misleading title of ‘‘ malarial gastro-enteritis,” 
or an inflammation of the stomach and bowels produced by 
the ague poison. 

Malaria does, undoubtedly, in isolated cases and in its so- 
called pernicious form, occasionally produce severe attacks of 
diarrhcea and vomiting, but these rare cases never constitute 
an epidemic, are as a rule marked by preceding paroxysms of 
simple ague, are invariably accompanied by other cases of 
clearly marked and simple malarial disease such as ague and 
remittent fever, and exhibit no signs of inflammation either of 
stomach or intestines. _ More than this, the rice water 
evacuations almost universal in Malignant Cholera, and met 
with in the present epidemic, have never been witnessed in 
malarial disease, 

Calling the disease, “ gastro-enteritis” does not exclude the 
idea of identity with Malignant Cholera, for the latter has 
been described by no less an authority than Niemeyer, the 
great German pathologist, as consisting essentially in a 
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catarrhal inflammation of the stomach and bowels, or, in other 
words, a gastro-enteritis. (Text Book of Practical Medicine, 
Vol. II. p. 630 et seq.) And now as tothe causation of this 
fatal disease by improper food, such as unripe fruit and 
vegetables, or by bad drainage, impure water or deficient 
ventilation. Are these causes any more potent or present 
than they have always been? Is the fipit more indigestible ? 
are the drains more foul, or are houses closer? Unless some 
change for the worse in these respects can be proved it is 
incredible that causes which are in operation every summer 
should suddenly assume such dreadful power for evil. So 
far from the conditions of this kind being worse than before, 
they are less efficient. The lesson of 1877 was not lost upon 
either the people or the Government of Japan, and, though 
much remains to be improved, the general recognition of the 
agency of filth, bad food, etc., as predisposing to the spread of. 
an epidemic once introduced, has caused a marked improve- 
ment in these regards. 

Now, in what respects do Cholera Morbus and Malignant 
Cholera correspond, and in what do they differ? The follow- 
ing comparative tabulation may to some extent answer these 


questions.

prostration; and, very rarely, | 
coilapse. 
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It will be noticed that the symptoms of the two diseases 
are almost identical, and it is in fact very difficult to make a 
diagnosis in isolated cases. So rare however is death as a 
termination of Cholera Morbus, in a previously healthy person, 
that such an event, even in a single case, affords the strongest 
possible presumption in favour of Malignant Cholera at any 
time when there is known to be even a bare possibility of the 
contraction of the latter disease; while should death be the 
result of even a small proportion of the cases attacked, no 
further doubt can exist, the disease is Malignant Cholera. 
Lest it be thought that we speak tvo confidently in this 
respect, we quote from a few standard authorities. Niemeyer 
(op, cit, Vol. I. p. 481,) thus writes “ No matter how threa- 
tening the symptoms, how great the collapse and depression 
of the patient, how dispirited he and his attendants may 
appear, the physician must not feel discouraged if he is sure 
epidemic cholera is not raging, for he must know that a pre- 
viously healthy adult very seldom dies of cholera morbus,” 
and again, p. 483. “The chief difference is that of those 
attacked with Asiatic cholera about half the patients die 
while almost all recover from cholera morbus.”  Lebert. 
(Ziemssen’s Cyclopedia of Medicine, Vol. I. p. 347,) under 
head of Cholera Morbus, thus expresses himself. ‘‘ The prog- 
nosis as a rule is favourable, for the mortality of the disease 
is slight.” Flint, an American teacher of medicine, and a 
physician of long and extensive experience, after describing 
the symptoms of the severer forms of Cholera Morbus, says. 
“In short, the patient falls into a state of collapse and dies 
within a few hours from the date of the attack. This un- 
favourable course is extremely rare; I cannot recall an 
example that has fallen under my observation, exclusive of 
cases occurring in infancy. This affection in the vast ma- 
jority of cases intrinsically tends to recovery, a fatal termina- 
tion is a rare exception to the rule; (“ Practice of Medicine,” 
p. 450-451.) 

Can these men be writing of the disease which has taken the 
lives of thousands within the past few weeks? No! whatever 
the nature of the present epidemic, it is not Summer or 
Simple, Cholera, or Cholera Morbus. 
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The assertion, often repeated of late, that the same disease 
which is now decimating Hiogo and Osaka, or one similar 
thereto, is of yearly occurrence in Japan, may be dismissed in a 
few words, it is simply false. The evidence of the foreign 
physicians of longest residence and largest experience in the 
medical treatment of the Japanese is unanimous in this 
respect. In 1876, long before the vexed question of quar- 
antine arose, the medical society of Yokohama, which then 
included all the medical practitioners of the place, some of 
them gentlemen familiar with the diseases of the country 
for many years, placed upon its record the statement that 
Cholera Morbus is a disease of rare occurrence in Japan, and 
that death from this cause is almost unknown. The experience 
of the foreign practitioners of this locality corresponds with 
that of their native brethren ; to presume that these latter are 
incapable of recognizing a disease, the characteristics of which 
are so distinctive and well marked, is absurd, whatever may 
be thought of their methods of treatment. 

The assumption of non-infectiousness as regards the present 
epidemic rests upon totally insufficient proof; whether it is 
contagious or not it is hardly worth while to discuss, in view 
of the fact before alluded to, that the contagiousness of Malig- 
nant Cholera is not proven. The line of reasoning taken to 
disprove the infectiousness of the present epidemic, and to 
prove its causation by ordinary means or by malaria, affords 
an admirable exemplification of the short-sightedness of special 
pleading. The facts relied upon to prove non-infectiousness 
seem to be chiefly connected with the irregular distribution of 
the disease, certain streets in affected quarters escaping, and, 
in many cases, the disease being confined to single dwellings 
or isolated individuals, even in the §treets attacked. So far 
as these facts prove anything, considering the stringent mea- 
sures of local disinfection and isolation which are carried out 
by the government, this irregular distribution proves clearly 
that the cause of the disease cannot be malaria, for this 
agent is one of universal action in localities where it exists. 
It is inconceivable that an atmospheric influence of this kind 
should select here and there a victim leaying others unscathed. 
But, on the other hand, if the cause of the disease is derived 
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only from the excreta of the sick, it is easy to understand 
that only those who have in some manner received a portion 
of the virus should be affected, and that the active measures 
of disinfection employed by the authorities should so 
limit the spread of local outbreaks as frequently to confine 
the disease even to a single case or house. More than this, 
such an irregular and apparently lawless distribution is the 
rule in Malignant Cholera above all other epidemic diseases. 
Dr. E. McClellan, in the recent admirable government Report 
upon the Cholera Epidemic of 1873, in the United States, re- 
marks in regard to this subject (p. 216) “‘ During an epidemic 
all the members of a community are not attacked, no pandemic 
has yet occurred upon the American continent ; an epidemic 
of cholera does not occur at every locality which may be 
affected by cholera arrival. Of the nineteen men who drank 
of the infected water, as described by Macnamara, but five were 
attacked with cholera, fourteen remained uninjured.” Lebert, 
one of the highest authorities upon infectious diseases, in 
Ziemssens’ Cyclopedia of Medicine, Vol. 1. p. 398, thus 
speaks —“‘ Nothing can be more capricious than the variation 
in the intensity of cholera in different places and at different 
times, or even at different times in the same places. An 
imported case may end in a local attack, confined to a single 
room or house ; even a simultaneous importation of a number 
of cases at different points may exhaust itself in a number 
of local epidemics, while at other times a single case suffices 
to produce an epidemic or even a raging pestilence: ”’ again, 
(op. cit p. 397.) “When the cholera really becomes epidemic the 
spread of the disease even in a severely infected place is by no 
means general or in any way uniform, a row of houses or 
streets, or perhaps the larger sections of a city become 
epidemic centres ; then again there are in individual houses 
one or several room-epidemics, * * * * or individual 
groups of houses are attacked in one street. Often’ only one 
side of a street-is attacked, or, out of a group of streets 
perhaps a square and one or two streets will be visited by 
the disease, while in the vicinity there will be only isolated 
cases or none at all.” 

Aitken, a standard English medical author and Professor

of Pathology in the Army Medical School 6f Great. Britain, 
(Praetice of Medicine, Vol. I. p. 670,) gives substantially the 
same testimony. ‘“ Some places escape an epi:lemie visita- 
tion at the very period when others in the immediate vicinity 
are suffering severely from its presence, the meteorological in- 
fluences being the same. Even in the same town, whilst the 
inhabitants of some streets or courts are being decimated, 
those dwelling in others not far distant altogether escape ; or, 
as frequently happens, the inmates of certain houses suffer 
severely whilst their neighbours are entirely spared.” Good- 
eve, in Reynold’s System of Medicine, a book of the highest 
authority, adds his evidence to the same effect, (Vol. I. 
p. 677,) under the head of limitation of area of Cholera : 
‘This is sometimes singularly abrupt. It has been known 
to attack persons on one side of a street, of a camp ora 
town only * * * * One part of a ship may suffer and 
the other not. A wing of a buildmg may be ravaged while 
the rest escapes.” 

Griesinger. (Infections Krankheiten, p. 579 et seq.) speaks 
almost in the same terms, but his remarks are too long for 
quotation. 

It is further assumed that the occurrence of isolated indivi- 
dual cases in houses or families and the almost perfect ex- 
emption of foreigners are additional proofs of the non- 
infectiousness of the malady. That to a certain extent such 
occurrence does disprove contagiousness in its strict_sense is 
granted, but, as we have already said, such a mode of 
propagation of Cholera is not proven. Isolated cases, however, 
may easily be explained on the theory of transmission by the 
excreta of the sick ; and, that such cases remain isolated, 
helps to prove what is now becoming generally acknowledged, 
that Cholera may be stamped out\by active measures of 
separation and disinfection. No one familiar with the action of 
the Japamese authorities in the management of the present 
epidemic can doubt the energy with which precautionary 
measures are enforced, nor can it be denied that, on the whole, 
the most recent and approved methods of disinfection are 
employed. Further, the same tendency to irregularity of 
distribution which causes certain houses or streets of a dis- 
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* trict only to be affected, applief with equal force to individuals 
of a group, and, consequently, the occurence of a large propor- 
tion of single cases, in separate houses, is by no means uncom- 
mon. In Breslau, in 1831, at a time when disinfection was 
but little understood or practiced, out of seven hundred and 
forty-five affected houses there were four hundred and eighty- 
two, or sixty-four per cent, with one case each. In Cologne, 
with nine hundred and eighty-four affected houses, there were 
six hundred and seventy-one, or sixty-nine per cent, with one 
case each. (Griesinger, op. cit. p. 617.) 

The exemption from attack, which has so far during the 
present season been enjoyed by foreigners, is probably due, firstly, 
to the generally superior hygienic conditions surrounding 
this class of the population ; and, secondly, to the compara- 
tively small ratio which they bear to the entire people. The pro- 
portionate share of foreigners in an epidemic of even far 
greater magnitude than the present would be almost infini- 
tesimal. The number of foreigners attacked in 1877, in 
Yokohama, was, however, out of all due relation to their number 
as compared with that of native residents ; this was but 
another example of the irregular distribution of the disease. 


Again, as further evidence that the present epidemic is not 
one of Malignant Cholera, the very general exemption from 
attack said to be enjoyed by the police and by other attend- 
ants upon the sick is cited. Granting that this exemption is 
general, which is not proven, there is nothing strange or 
unusual in such immunity. Setting aside the fact that these 
attendants are forewarned, consequently forearmed, with 
instructions as to reasonable and often entirely successful 
precautions, a similar immunity, which is no doubt largely 
due to the want of regularity in the distribution of the disease 
already noticed, partly to the fact that everywhere and always 
individual predisposition is a prominent factor in determining 
an attack, but chiefly tothe care exercised by the parties concern- 
ed; has been noticed in almost all epidemics of Cholera in every 
quarter of the globe. McClellan, (op. cit. p. 46) writes. ‘ There 
has been urged against the theory of the infectiousness of 
cholera the supposed immunity to the disease enjoyed by the 
attendants upon cholera-sick * ** © * * * * * * 
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Experience has profoundly impressed us with the belief that, 
proper precautions having been taken, cholera attendants may 
enjoy the most perfect security from the disease.” 

W ood, ( Practice of Medicine Ed. 1858, p. 725,) says “ Phy- 
sicians and other attendants upon the sick are not attacked 
in larger proportion than the rest of the same class similarly 
exposed in other respects. In hospitals, situated in uninfected 
neighbourhoods, the attendants escape altogether.” Goodeve, 
(op. cit. p. 681,) writes “‘ The majorix. _f medical men in India 
accustomed to see cholera year after year,-to be in constant 
intercourse with the cholera sick, and to see the general 
immunity of hospital attendants and of themselves, doubt the 
contagiousness.” Flint, (op. cit. p. 464) speaks emphatically 
as follows “It does not appear that of those who are brought 
into contact with or close proximity to cholera patients, a 
larger proportion become affected than of those who are not 
thus exposed. This is true as a general statement. -In the 
report on cholera in Paris, in 1831, published by order of the 
French Government, it is stated that of over fifty-five 
thousand persons affected, and over eighteen thousand 
deaths, only one hundred and sixty-four were persons 
whose duties or profession called them to nurse or 
prescribe for the sick. These 164 cases were from over two 
thousand persons employed in the civil hospitals or hospices 
either constantly or temporarily. Hospitals are not foci 
of infection. At St. Petersburg, of 58 persons employed 
in hospital, only one had the disease. At Moscow of 123 
persons attached to one hospital, 2 only; and of 253 
persons connected with another hospital only 4 were attacked. 
Facts like these could be multiplied to any extent.” Martin 
in his Influence of Tropical Climates, a classical work, speak- 
ing, on the same subject, p. 513 says “ In the European General 
Hospital of Calcutta, in which I served as Assistant-Surgeon 
and Surgeon, it was well known that of the five native keepers - 
and washers of clothes, who had during twenty-five years 
kept and washed the hospital clothing, not one had cholera ; 
nor had those who assisted them. The same immunity 
attended the native dressers, averaging from twenty to thirty 
men, who, during the same number of years, were in close

attendance upon the sick all day and all night.” But this 
exemption of those most closely in contact with sick, al- 
though it is, perhaps, the rule; is a rule presenting most terrible 
exceptions, as, for instance, in Moscow during the epidemic of 
1840, when the hospital staffs were attacked in the proportion 
of from thirty to forty per cent. (Griesenger, op. cit. p. 558.) 

It is evident from the preceding quotations in regard to the 
normal irregularity of distribution in the case of Malignant 
Cholera, and the exemption from attack enjoyed by those 
brought in contact with the sick, that those who deny the 
identity of the Japanese epidemic with the Malignant Asiatic 
disease are arguing with but little knowledge of the subject 
and from false premises. 

Another argument bought forward in this connection but 
one which, from its utter puerility, hardly deserves notice, is 
the fact that the present disease has persisted for three suc- 
cessive summers, whereas, say the advocates of the non- 
choleraic nature of the epidemic, true Cholera lasts but one or 
at the most two seasons in any locality. A few facts taken 
almost at random from the history of Cholera epidemics are 
enough to prove the utter groundlessness of this assertion. . 
The Russian epidemic which began in 1829, lasted through 
1831. 1882, 1883, 1834 and 1835 were Cholera years in the 
United States. From 1847 to 1859, Cholera was always 
present in some part of Europe, Konigsberg having suffered 
from distinct epidemics in 1837, 1838, 1849, 1852, 18538, 
1854, 1855, 1856, 1857 and 1859. Drasche and all other 
reliable historians of Cholera consider that the epidemic which 
began in Europe in 1829-30, lasted 8 years, and that that 
which began in 1847, endured, aided by occasional fresh 
importations, for a period of 12 years. In later times Cholera 
was present in France from June 1865 to December 1867.* 
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The truth is, as stated in The Japan Muil of July 19th, that 
in 1877, Malignant Cholera reached Japan from India via China, 
appearing first at Nagasaki, then a centre of distribution for 
the troops engaged in the war of the rebellion. From Naga- 
saki, the disease ‘soon spread to the camps at various points 
and, finding favoring circumstances, speedily assumed the pro- 
portions of a severe epidemic. Soon a similar or identical 
disease appeared at Kobe, Hiogo, Osaka and in their neigh- 
bourhood and, not long after, at Yokohama and Tokio, but as the 
last two places were reached late in the season they suffered to no 
very great extent. In Yokohama, as now, there was much 
discussion as to the nature of the disease, one medical gentle- 
man giving an official opinion that the disease was simply

The history of the epidemic of 1877, is still fresh in the 


minds of the community. The foreign residents suffered to 
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some extent, and the mortality of cases in this.class was 
fully as large as of those occurring among natives. We 
shall revert later to the history of a local outbreak in the 
Foreign settlement in illustrating the infectiousness of the 
disease. Those most familiar with the laws of Malignant 
Cholera, looked for the re-appearance of the disease in 1878 

with somewhat gloomy anticipation. For some reason, 
~ however, the revivification of the malady was not general, its 
ravages in 1878 being almost strictly confined to a limited 
district in the South. A few cases, however, were met with 
in Yokohama, three of them of foreigners, of which two were 
fatal. With the warm weather of the present season the 
pestilence broke out afresh with far greater virulence than 
it had exhibited in 1877, and the end is not yet. Prior to 
1877, nothing like the disease in question had been known in 
Japan since 1861-62 when there was a clear history of im- — 
portation from China to Nagasaki, and the whole fecord of 
the epidemic bore the closest resemblance to that of the 
present one. 

It will, we think, be granted that on a question such as that 
of the infectiousness or non-infectiousness of an epidemic di- 
sease, a question which, in the case of typhoid fever for in- 
stance, has only been settled after years of patient investiga- 
tion ; a single clear proof of infection should outweigh any 
amount of negative evidence or hasty supposition. 


In the epidemic of 1877, such a proof of infection was un- 
happily afforded by the outbreak at No. 77, Main Street, the 
history of which is briefly as follows. A Japanese tailor em- 
ployed in the house was taken ill while at work, his symptoms 
being decidedly those of Cholera, and, after a brief delay, was 
removed to his house in the native town where he died within 
a few hours. The workroom in which this man was taken 
sick was ‘directly above the kitchen of the house, from which 
it was separated by a thin and badly jointed floor. Two days 
later the cook of the establishment was attacked by Cholera, 
from which he recovered under treatment by a foreign phy- 
sician, the case being of a mild type. The room occupied by 
this cook opened into the kitchen, of which it really formed but 
an alcove. Three days afterthe recovery of the cook, the 
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cook’s wife, also employed about the kitchen, was seized by a 
violent form of the malady to which she succumbed within 
forty-eight hours; this woman was not seen by any foreign 
practitioner of medicine until her case was hopeless, when she 
was found lying upon the usual native mats in the alcove 
above mentioned, her bedding and the mats beneath be- 
ing saturated with her excretions. While this woman was 
being removed from the house her European mistress was 
attacked, and in thirty-six hours was dead; her case, which 
was carefully observed by several physicians, being a typical 
one. Forty-eight hours after the death of this lady her 
husband was a corpse, his case also having been of an un- 
mistakeable character. Could there be a clearer train of 
circumstantial evidence as to the propagation of the disease 
by infection, or conditions better calculated to ensure the 
transmission of a poison contained in the stools and vomit of 


the sick? This local outbreak ended with the death of the . 


master of the house, no case occurring in the immediate 
vicinity. 


In regard to the present epidemic also, some of the earlier — 


cases furnish strong evidence of- infection. June 18th, the 
Niigata Maru arrived at this port from Kobe; a, native 
passenger landing from the vessel immediately proceeded to 
a house of entertainment in Takashimacho where, early in 
the evening, he was attacked with the usual symptoms of 
Malignant Cholera. He then proceeded to a house in Kana- 
gawa, from which he was quickly removed to hospital where 
he soon died ; several other ~cases occurred within the next 
few days in the house at Kanagawa visited by this man, 
and in its immediate vicinity; these being the first, and, 
for some time, the only cases of the kind, met with 
in Kanagawa. On the same night in which this man 
was taken ill, and after his removal to Kanagawa, a 
Japanese living near the Machigaisho in Yokohama, occu- 
pied the room in Takashimacho in which the Kobe man 
had been taken ill; two days later this man was seized with 
Cholera and died in a few hours ; the only case which, up to 
_ that time, had occurred anywhere in the neighbourhood of his 
residence. Of 
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June 19th, the Hiroshima Maru arrived from Kobe and a 
native passenger, sick with diarrhcea, proceeded from the ship 
to a hotel in Otomachi where, during the evening, his symp- 
toms became those of Cholera. He was speedily removed to 
hospital where, on the following day, he died. Two days after, 
a man occupying a room next to the water-closet which had 
been used by the unfortunate just mentioned, was attacked in 
a similar manner, taken to hospital and died. During the 
next two or three weeks several other cases occurred in the 
immediate neighbourhood of the hotel in Otamachi, and, for a 
considerable time, with the exception of the man living near 
the Machigaisho, mentioned above, these were the only cases 
of Cholera met with in Yokohama. 

The above statements do not rest upon mere hearsay, either 
from native or foreign sources, but the facts have been labor- 
iously and carefully worked out by Dr. D. B, Simmons, Sani- 
tary Adviser to the Municipality, who personally saw the 
cases mentioned. 

The foreign physicians, who, so far, have seen cases, includ- 
ing nearly all the resident practitioners, are unanimous in the 
opinion that the disease is Malignant Cholera, nor have any 
very unusual modifications of symptoms, or departures from 
the ordinary type of the malady as yet been met with. 

It is neither wise nor right to attempt to disguise the 
fact that the disease in Yokohama has already assumed 
epidemic proportions, at least in the proper meaning of the 
word epidemic. The number of seizures is increasing daily, 
the type of the disease is virulent, the duration of individual 
cases generally short, collapse almost invariable, and a fatal 
termination terribly frequent. — 

We believe, therefore, that the present epidemic is identical 
in nature with that of 1877, that it is one of imported Asiatic 
or Malignant Cholées, that it is inbetions in the highest 
degree, and that every possible public and personal 
precaution should be taken in the hope of limiting — 
its spread. It reflects but little credit upon the intel- 
ligence of the foreign community, dependent as it is upon 
itself alone for any measures of sanitary precaution, that no 
move has yet been made for organized and efficient 
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to place the Settlement in the best possible hygienic con- 
dition. While no doubt the majority of the community will 
take due care in regard to their individual surroundings, there 
are always, in every community, ignorant or reckless people 
whose neglect may prove dangerous, not only to themselves, 
but to their more intelligent and careful neighbours. Believe 
as we may as to the intrinsic nature of the disease now 
raging, the facts remain, that it has a marked tendency to 
spread, that it is highly fatal, and that our close connection 
with the native population, together with the experience of 
1877, forbid us to count upon certain immunity. In such 
a state of affairs it is certainly far better to err on the side of 
an excessive precaution, than to run the risk of unavaili 
regret when the time has passed for efficient action.

We, the Imperial Prince and the Ministers directing the Foreign 
Affairs of the Great Empire of Tsing, [Here follow the names and titles] 
beg to communicate with you upon the following subject :— 

With reference to the matter of Riu Kiu, we received some time ago _ 


from the Japanese Envoy Shishido a despatch in return to ours, in which 


he states the purport of the answer you sent to him. Upon the receipt 
of the despatch we immediately addressed to him a communication which 
you, we presume, have already received. : 

On the occasion of the visit of the Ex-President of the United’ States 
to our Empire in the course of the 4th month of the present year, we 
mentioned the case of Riu Kiu to him. He urged upon us the importance 
of preserving uninterruptedly an amicable understanding between the two 
countries—China and Japan. At the same time he consented, upon 
arrving in your country and after impartially weighing the circumstances 
of the case, to use his good offices. ; 

Not long ago we received from the Ex-President two letters through 
the hands of Consul Denny and Vice Consul Petherick of the United States 
service in Tintsin, one addressed to the-Imperial Prince and other to Li-

chang-tau. Having perused translations of these letters, we find it stated 
therein that the writer had made certain explanation your Empire, and had 
said that the appointment of high commissioners by both sides to confer 
upon the question with the view of coming to some settlement would 
probably bring about the desired result. In our opinion there is no higher 
consideration than to preserve unbroken amicable relations with your 
distinguished Empire; and having now received the above letters from 
the Ex-President of the United States, we feel it incumbent upon us to 
address to you this communication and to call your particular attention to

I, Inouye Kaoru, a member of the Imperial Council and Minister of 
oreign Affairs of the Imperial Japanese Government and decorated 
ith the cross of the first rank of the Imperial Order of Merit, beg to 
knowledge the receipt of your despatch which came to my hand on the 
lth day of the 10th month of the 12th year of Meiji, which is to the 
lowing effect :— ‘That having received letters addressed by the Ex- 
resident of the United States to the Imperial Prince and Li-chung-tau 
nd finding the opinion therein expressed that the appointment on both 
des of high commissioners to confer upon the question of Rim Kau with a 
iew of coming to some settlement would probably bring about the desired 
sult, you feel it incumbent upon yourselves to address to us this commou- 
ication and to call our particular attention thereto. And that as to 
irticulars of the appointment of commissioners by our respective Empires 
id of their meeting to confer, you await our immediate reply.’ 


In reply, I beg to inform you that when the Ex-President of the 


nited States visited our country he conversed with Ministers of our Im- 


‘rial Council upon the subject of Riu Kiu, and that the views he then 
‘pressed to us also were é@tirely on the side of peace ; but in speaking of 
ie appointment of commissioners tv confer upon the subject he must, I 
resume, have been urging only his own views upon your consideration. 


However, as our views upon the abolition of the Rin Kin principality 
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as a mere administrative change in our own country, and our opinion that 


further disputation upon this paltry matter would, having regard to onr 
friendly relations with your Empire, be most impolitic—as these matters 
are set forth fully and exhaustively, in my previous reply to our Envoy 
Shishido, which you have received from him, all our views on the subject 
are now doubtless perfectly clear to you. , 

Now I see by your letter that you desire to appoint commissioners to 
confer upon the question with the view of coming to some settlement and 
thereby to promote friendly relations with us. That being so, your wishes 
are entirely in harmony with our own. This matter of the appointment 
of Commissioners is for your consideration: and this I beg you to 
understand as the purport of this reply.

7 ART. I. 


The educational affairs throughout the 
Kmpire shall be under the control of the 
Minister of Education and consequently all 
schools, kindergartens, libraries etc., both of 
public and private establishments shall be 
under his supervision. 


ART. II. 


The schools shall: be elementary schools, 
middle schools, universities, normal schools, 
special schools and other institutions of 
learning. 


ART. III. 


The elementary school shall be a school in 
which primary or elementary instruction is 
given to children in the following branches of 
study: the elements: of reading, writing, 
arithmetic, geography, history, morals etc.; 
and, according to the local conditions, linear 
drawing, .singing, gymnastics etc., and the

outlines of physics, physiology, natural history 
etc., shall be added, and especially for the 
benefit of female pupils, some other branches 
of instruction, such as sewing, shall also be 
provided.- : 


ART. IV. 


The middle school shall be a school in whieh 
higher instruction is given in the common 
branches of study. 


ART. V. 


The university shall be a school in which 
law, science, medicine, literature and other — 
special branches of study are taught. 


ART. VIL. 
The normal school shall be a school for the 
training of teachers. 


ART. VIL. 


The special school shall be a school in which 
instruction is given in one special branch of — 
study. oats 


ART. VIII. 


It shall be lawful for any persons to establish 
any of the schools above enumerated. 


: 
ART. IX. 


All wards (in cities or towns) or villages 
shall severally or jointly establish public ele- 
mentary schools, unless such wards or villages 
have private elementary schools deemed to be 
of equivalent public benefit to the people, in 
which case it shall not be obligatory upon 
them to establish public elementary schools. 


ART. X. 


A school committee shall be organized in 
each ward or village for the management of its 
school affairs:—but it shall be left for the 
ward or village to fix the number of persons 
constituting the committee and to determine 
whether any compensation shall be allowed 
or not. 


ART. XL 


The school committee shall be elected by the 
people of the said ward or village. 


ART. XII. | 

The school committee shall be under the 
supervision of the governor of fu or ken, and

The Government of Japan hereby gives 
notice, that a Steam Fog Siren has been 
erected at Siriyasaki lighthause. 

Siriyasaki at the entrance to the Tsu- 
garu straits is the extreme north eastern point 
of the Province Of Mutsu in the Island of 
Niphon. 

The Siren will be sounded during fogs, 
snow storms, or other causes that may render 
the outline of the land indistinct during the 
day, or the light by night. 

The blast from the Siren will be of six 
seconds duration with intervals of one minute. 
During such time as may be necessary for 
getting up steam for the Siren, or if from 
any accident the Siren can not be sounded, 
the Fog bell, hung from the balcony of the 
lighthouse and rung by machinery, will be 
sounded at the rate of fifteen strokes per

the old silver coins had already been gradually recoined. There 
has also been a large decrease in the importation of new or tile

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The work of the Assay Department resemb ‘closely that 
previous years, the chief difference being a diminution in 
number of gold assays; the daily work has, however, a!

of new metals copper, zinc and tin as heretofore bas been the case. 

When the extension of the Metallurgical Department, as afterwards 
(escribed, has been completed, the purchase of these metals will 
no longer be necessary, old “cash” or “Tempo” only need be 
received, and will be converted into the more convenient new 
currency. Analyses and examinations of refractory substances, 
clays and sands have been made, without however finding any natural 
materials which; can be economically used in place of foreign 
“ Ganister” (a ryan aay of the coal measures) in furnaces 
where a very hi prevails. In several clays and sands 
examined the fosibility. we fon as formely to be due to the 
high percentage of f alkalion con in them which cannot be 
removed but the inj effects of at wh can be counteracted to 
a certain extent by the addition of siliceous matter such as chalcedony 
or other similar substance.

In other respects it is usually extremely pure. This kind of copper 
hefore being received is subjected to a careful chemical analysis, 
the sample for this purpose being taken by cutting or drilling one 
cake in each ton of every lot; and according to the nature and 
amount of the impurities so determined, the lot is accepted or 
rejected.. Whenever the lead present exceeds 0°5°/. or whenever 
either, antimony or arsenic are present in more than traces—as 
determined by a modification of Abel and Fields proeess—such 
copper will be rejected. ‘The accepted copper which will contain lead 
in less quantity than above, small quantities of sulphur and no 
antimony or arsenic or mere traces only is then refined by the 
Welsh process, toughened with charcoal and timber and cast into 
ingots or other snitable form for the European market. One ingot 
is set apart from every furnace charge and the certificate ac- 
re dor. each shipment will be given according to the results oi 
the analysis of the sample ingots representing the whole of the 
charges making up such shipment. 

For the manufacture of gunmetal, the higher qualities of brass 
or other alloys as also for wire for telegraphic purposes, for copper 
tubes and wherever a pure copper is required, this metal will be 
found to be specially suitable.

with General Grawr at Nikko, seems quite 
willing to rest his case upon those state- 
ments; venturing confidently to predict that 
if the Government of China will “ex- 
“amine carefully into the facts of the case, 
“as shown by the histories, which,” says 
he “ are as accessible (» them as to ourselves, 
“they will, it may be predicted, need no 
“ farther argument to persnnde them of the 
“ jastice of onr position.” Now this sounds 
hopeful. Facts are stubborn things; and, 
to the mass of mankind, afford a far more 
easy and satisfactory mode of arriving at a 
conclusion in their own miads, than they can 
reach by listening to the elaborate arguments 
of the most eloquent counsel or partisan. To 
history then, let us appeal, and if from history 
we can ascertain the facts we shall feel that 
we have reached solid ground. But what is 
history ? The statement in the Tokio Times 
sets out with the proposition that “ The group 
“of islands, in recent times called Riu Kin, 
“ has at different former periods been known 
* by the names of Minami-shima and Oki- 
“nawa.” Now we cheerfully admit that,

As to the ae 
Okinawa, many of the islands, if not most 
of them, had more than one nama,? and we 
are quite willing to admit that Okinawa, 
or something more or less similar in sound, 
has long been one of the names of Rin 
Kiu; although we think the characters 
by which it is now written have only 
been used for that purpose within a very 
recent period, and that they are a sort 
of ex post facto designation designed to 
convey the idea of a string, or, as we would 
say, a chain, of islands”. That it ever was 
applied to more than one island, we think 
there is no evidence to prove. We regret 
that the term Minami-shima has been given 
as the translation er auch it is, into the 
Japanese vernacular) of Nanté. Weshould be 
aes psc to appear to insinuate that it was 
designedly to mislead, but it certainly 
has that ten .

the designation given to the principal island 
of Japan, or Jtsu-shima™ inatead of Go-to, 
the ” Five Islands’ west of Nagasaki. The 
term Nanté meaning “Soathern Islands,” 
denotes a geographical, i.. scientific division, 
adopted (like almost all the scientific terms 
of the Japanese) from the Chinese language, 
and is read Nant4, as we have said. We 
have no hesitation in affirming that it never 
was restricted to what in comparatively recent 
times, have been called the “ Rin Kiu group” 
of islands: and that it never wasa synonym 
of Ria Kiu, any more than the West Indies 
is Axynonym for Jamaica; or that, for every- 
thing done by any of the Nanté (Afinami- 
shima), or “ southern islands,” Riu Ki is to 
be held responsible, as seems to be assumed 
aud insisted on, in the paper under review, 
as we shall see presently. The term Nanté 
or “ southern islands” was used to inclade 
all the islands lying south of Kiushiu, inclad- 
ing even Macao and Luzon, &c.; and their 
inhabitants were called by the Japanese 
indiscriminately Namban,” “southern sav- 
ages.”” It is distinctly stated in the Japano- 


\. Chinese Encyclopedia, illustrated, that the 


“southern savages from England, Spain, 
** Macao, Luzon, &c., propagated the tenets of 
* Jesus, vulgarly called Ki-shi-tan (Christian) 
“in Japan, and that as it was not in accordance 
“with the sayings of the Buddhist scriptares, 
‘it was considered asa depraved law orsyatem, 
“and Japan, therefore, rigorously prohibited 
‘and put a stop to it.”” The Japanese author 
of the preface to the Chiu San Den Sin Roku,” 
says, “ the time when Riu Kinu first began to 
* hold intercourse with our country has never 
“been accurately stated. I have repeatedly 
“searched the National History,” buat have 
‘entirely failed to meet with it. Some hold 
“that the name Nanté (‘southern islands,’ 
“i.q. Minami-shima) applies to it (Ria Kia) ; 
“ bat this isa general designation comprehend- 
“ing all the islands lying to the south of 
* Satsuma, and (their opinion) cannot answer 
‘“‘as evidence.” The assertion, therefore, that 
“the ancient history of Japan abounds with 
“ the mention of acts of homage tendered to 
“her rulers by the inhabitants of the Itia 
“ Kia group, and of the reception of tribute 
“from them,” cannot command our unhesi- 
tating assent, and we shall proceed to inves- 
tigate the detailed statements. 

“In the 4th year of Kei-an (A.D. 757), 
“during the reign of the Emperor Momma 
“ Ten-O,.honorary rank was conferred by the 
“ Emperor of Japan upon some of the people 
“of Minami-shima, and gifts were distribat- 
“‘ed among them.” We have been unable 
to find any mention of this in the National 
History or in the Annals of the Royal Line of 
Japan although it is referred to in the 
Okinawa-shi (vol. 111 fol. Ll. recto), where 
it is stated that the rank, gifts, &c., were 
conferred by the Dazaifu (or provincial “ Go- 
“ vernment of Tsukushi, the modern Kiushiu,” 
and from the same book we find that the 
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inhabitants of Yaku (shima), or islandof Yaku, 
rties from which had appeared in Japan 
end made their sbidalasion in A.D. 616, 
“became civilized” ie. sabmitted to the 
dominion of Japan in A.D. 629; that people 
from Tokara were driven by storm to a a 
that the people of Tane-ga-shima, who were 
said to be five thousand ri to the South of 
Satsuma, disobeyed the commands of Satsu- 
ma, and a military expedition was sent to 
punish them. The Riu Kiu Shin Shi™ (pab- 
lished A.D. 1873) says (vol. 1, fol. 19 recto) 
that Yakun and Tune-ga-shima were at this 
time (A.D. 702) pat ander the jurisdiction 
of the Dazaifu. (Compare also the Hnoy- 
clopedia vol, 80, fol. 24 recto and fol. 26 
verso.) This shows which of the “ Sonthern 
Islands" (Minami-shima) were concerned, 
and that Jitu Kiu or Okinawa was not one 
of them. The same remarks will apply to 
what is said in relation to the islands which 
brought tribute in A.D. 715. The National 
History contains (vol. 7, section 17. fol. 6.) 
an account of the renewal of wooden tablets 
upon the “Southern [slands” for the pur- 
mentioned, which had become decayed, 
ut there is nothing to show that Ria Kiu 
was visited for that purpose. We pass over 
the quotation from Yengishiki (a work of 
which we do not possess a copy), merely 
remarking, in addition to what we have 
already said, that the British Govern- 
ment once fitted out an expedition for the 
purpose of introdacing the bread fruit into 
the West Indies, but no one, we suppose, ever 
imagined that it was intended to introduce 
it into Ouba, although that island is the 
largest in the group. 

We shall now proceed to examine the 
claims, whatever they may be, eee te 
the legend that the chieftains of Ria Kia 
were of the Minamotu (or Gen) family, itself 
of imperial, origin. e call it a legend be- 
cause it is not found in the regular state- 
ments of the National History or of the 
Annals but is added in the form of notes, 
with the words “there is a tradition” ura 
“saying ” or “ some say,” and is, as we shall 
see, of comparatively very receut origin. The 
National History of Japan™ (vol. 25. fol. 
6, recto) says “on the 2nd day of the 9th 
“moon (of the first year of Ho-gen,™) Mina- 
“moto Tametomo was t and banished 
“to Ohoshima of Idza. The Annals of 
the Royal Line of Japan confirms this and 
record that “in the 3rd moon of the period 
“ Yei-man™ Minamoto Tametomo, who, in 
“the reign of Go Shira-kawa-no-in™ bad been 
“ banished to Ohoshima (“ Vries Island”’) of 
“ Idgu, set out with several vessels for Oniga- 
“ shima™, or Demon's Island, and took posses- 
“sion of it.” It farther records that “ In the

“his vessels had been destroyed, and almost

“at the age of 33 years."*’ The origin of the 
legend that Tametomo went to Ria Kia 
and became the ancestor of the “ Chieftains 
of Rin kia,” we now proceed to give. The Riu 
Kiu Shi Riyaku, (A.D. 1710, fol. 16, recto) says 
—“In the 7th year of our country’s Ho-ye™ 
“ period, a new king having succeeded to the 
“throne that winter, Shotei,” king of Ria 
“ Kiu sent ............ to bring congratalatory 
“presents. The officers ordered Kimiyoshi 
“ Arai, prince of Chiku-go™ to make inquiries 
“about the antecedents of the king of their 
“ country. The two envoys gave their answers 
“through an interpreter, and then we first 
“‘learned that their king was the des- 
“cendent of our Tsen sei-no hachi-ro nime- 


“ moto (or Gen) Tame-tomo, &c.” Bat there . 


is no room left for Tame-tomo to have goné 
to Ria Kiu, and accomplished all that the 
subsequent legends ascribe to him. The 
Okinawa-shi (vol. iii., fol. 29, recto) furnishes 
us with the data upon which the story was 
founded. “In the 5th year (of the period 
“ Genchiu,™) the emperor of the Ming dynasty 
“ committed tothe charge of theenvoys of Zai- 
“to,™ (when they were retorning after nav- 
“ing brought presents and congratulations), 
“ To-ni-na, the second son of the last emperor 
“ of Yuen (Japanese Gen) dynasty (which had 
“ just been defeated and expelled from China 
“ by the Ming) to go with them to Ria Kiua 
“and take up his abode there.” 

Now there are certainly quite a number 
of remarkable coincidences and resemblances 
in the histories of these two men of im- 


or Minamoto. True the c in which 
the two Gens are written are not the same, 
but not only is there a great similarity in 
their sound, bat their significations, one 
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only are the two characters both pro- 
nounced Gen in Japanese, bat the Gon ap- 
plied to the Mongol dynasty may be 
also read in Japanese moto; and the cho™ 
, is actaally identical with the last 
racter in the name of Tame-tomo, so that 
we might read the designation of the one, as 
the imperial prince of Moto-Tomo, and of 
the other as Mina-moTto Tame-tomo a mem- 
ber of the imperial family of Minamoto. 
Then again, Tame-tomo was banished to Oho- 
shima, of Idza, bat there is another Oho- 
shima lying close to Riu Kia which the inha- 
bitants call Little Riu Kiu -** and the me 
prince was sent to Ria Kio. Twme-tomo sailed 
to One-ga-shima or Demon's Island, and 1t is 
asserted that the character Ki (Chinese Kwei) 
forms a of the name of Ki-kai-shima, an 
island lying also in close proximity to Riu Kiu. 
Furthermore the time of the ion of 
the Mongol prince was A.D. 1 and that 
of the banishment of Yame-tomo was A.D. 
1156. Now the Riu Kivans were originally an 
unlettered race, as we have seen, and thei 
earliest records were not written antil after 
the period of Kei-an™ and the legend of 
Tame-tomo’s connection with Ria Kiu was 
not, as we have seen, known in Japan antil 
the time of Sho-tei (king of Ria Kiu,) A.D. 
1669-1711. It is atterly impossible to 
reconcile the legend, so far as Tame-tomo 
is concerned, with the very circumstantial 
account give of him in the canonical books ; 
and it is lly difficult to accoant for the 
reticence the seme records as to an 
such adventures, if they ever occu 
Tame-tomo is said to have gone to One- 
ga-shima, or (Ki-té, not Ki-kai-shima), or 
Demon's ; bat let us examine the 
account given of his expedition in the 
Riu Kiu Shin-shi to whi we have al- 
ready referred, which says “ Tame-tomo 
“having, during the period Ho-gen, been 
* banished to Oho-shima of Idzu, for the 


if Tame-tomo handled his ship half as 
well as the legends make him out to have 
handled his bow, he might possibly have 
reached, in a fair monsoon, in “a day and 
“a night.” In an old map in our possession 
entitled “A Complete Map of the Seven 
* Islands of Ideu™ and dated “the spring of 
“the 38th year of the cycle” (A.D. 1722 or 
1782), the island Awo-shima is laid down 
not far from Hachi-djé; and in the letter 
press we are told that “‘ Awo-shima belongs to 
“ Hachi-djo-shima ; and is the One-ga-shima 
“ of former times.”"™ Now in view of all these 
statements, and bearing in mind that the 
Ria Kiuans were, when first discovered, with- 
out any written language, and that as it is 
stated in the Ohinawa-shi, (vol. 111, fol. 6, 
et seq.) “No Riv Kiuan records have been 
“ handed down to us, of a date earlier than 
“ mediwval time, their Shi-pu and Kiu-yo™® 
“ being both of adate subsequent to the period 
“ Kei-an,” (A.D. 1,648-1,651) more than foar 
hundred years after the times of Tame-tomo, 
it seems to us not only not impossible, bat, on 
the contrary, very highly probable, that the 
Riu Kiuans confounded names and persons, 
offering so many coineidences and resem- 
blances; or that they were quite willing to 
assent to an inference, so pleasing to their 
Sateoma patrons, and so flattering to them- 
selves, that their kings were descended from 
the imperial family of Japan: we, most 
certainly, cannot see things in that light; 
and we most decidedly decline to accept the 
ipse digit of the writer in the Rin Kew Shi 
Riyaku quoted above (fol. 16 recto.) that 
“what has been handed down for genera- 
“ tions, about Tame-tomo'’s committing suicide 
“in Idsa, is simply a (mis-)taking of false 
“ hood for trath, on the part of Ka-no-euke.”"™ 
We should not bave thought it worth while 
to go into the subject of the legend of Tame- 
tomo to such a length, but that it affords a 
fair specimen of the kind of evidence which is 
sufficient to satisfy people who wish to be 
convinced, or to convince others,“ that their 
view is the right one. Besides, if we should 
by silence seem to give assent to claims based 
upon the legends as to Tame-tome, we could 
never feel secure that Minamoto-no- Yoshe- 
tsune (or Gengi-ke) might not be brought upon 
the stage with just as strong a claim to the 
kingship of Corea, on the ground of bis (after 
his reputed death and the carrying of his 
head to Kamakura, by Yaeu-hisa, &c., as 
recorded in. the “Annals,”) having betaken 
himself to the Ta-ta® or Mongol tribes, &c. ; 
or even to the throne of China, on the ground 
that he became the great aeror Genghis 
Khan, the ancestor of Kablai Khan, the first 
srpaes. OF the Gen (Chinese Yuen) dynasty 
in.

TH reference to what is said under this 
head, we shall reserve our remarks, for 
the most part, until we come to the Mopsry

guished Chinese scholar, and formerly United 
States Chargé d Affaires at Peking, has said 
of the relations subsisting between China and 
the kingdom of Riu Kiu. “ It is” says he,“ 
“the sincere regard of a disciple to the teach- 
“er from whom he has learned everything 
“that has given him character, position, 
“ safety, and stability, at home and abroad ; ” 
and it confirms us strongly in our belief in 
the sincerity of the Ria Kiuans in their re- 
monstrance addressed to Japan (against the 
edict commanding them to break off their 
relations with China), in which they say 
that “ China has treated Ria Kiu with a bene- 
volence comparable only to that of heaven and 
“earth,” and that “if Riukia should cease to

“ stitute syllabary of the written 
“language of Ria Kiu are identical with the 
“ Japanese sy! which is called I-Ro- Ha, 
“ this having been introduced into the islands 
“ by Tametomo, who taught the inhabitants 
“the art of using it. All documents, both 
“ official and private, are made up of a com- 
“ bination of Chinese characters with those 
“ of the I-Ro-Ha, just as in Japan.” 

Now, although it may be truce (and we do 
not doubt it), in very recent times, such 
a combination as that described has been used 
in all documents intended for, or addressed to 
the Japanese oficiales by the Ria Kiuans; 
nevertheless, in public documents sent by 
the Riu Kiuans to officials of other vation- 
alities, it will not hold true, either in ancient 
or modern times ;—witness the treaties made 
with the United States of America, France, 
and Holland. Nay, even the Japanese officials 
themeelves, a li more than two hundred 
and fifty years ago, wrote in good Chinese 
to the Government of Riu Kiu ;—witness the 
memorable letter written by the prince of 
Saisuma to the king of Riu-Kiua in the llth 
year of the period Kei-cho® (A.D. 1606) 
which is given in fall in the Okinawa Shi 
(vol. 4,fol. 25 ef seg.) and to which we shall 
have occasion to refer again shortly. As to 
what is quoted from the Chin San Den Sin 
Roku, about the “ invention, at the time that 
Shun-ten was the chieftain of those islands” 


that the I-Ro-Ha was a syllabary not an 
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art of spelling was invented neither by the 
Chinese nor by the Japanese. Its introduc- 
tion into both those countries (and, as we are 
convinced, into Corea as well) was the resalt

Sanacrit order. The Corean alphabet is 
evidently under great obligations to the San- 
scrit, and is far more scientifically constructed 
than any ancient or modern alphabet (except 
the Sanscrit) that we are acquainted with ; and 
we even venture to ‘surmise that the Kata- 
kana syllabic symbols were ado by Kobo 
Dai-shi as a substitute for the Jin-dai-i™, as 
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an extensive trade with that port, and, up to 
the beginning of the eighteenth centary, were 
in the habit of making pilgrimages in Japan, 
it would be astonishing if the effect of all 
these things had not been to modify ma- 
terially the language spoken by the better 
classes especially. 

As to the name Okinawa we have said 
already all that we thought was n , 
and do not understand why it is brought in 
again here: and we shall resist (if we can) 
the temptation to a controversy over Ama- 
miku, and join issue upon the statement in 
the next paragraph, which states that 
“The religious belief” “of the people 
“of Ria Kia is Shintoiem, a religion ex- 
“clasively belonging to men of Japanese 
“race.” What Shintoiem really is, or what it 
originally was, would seem to be far from 
settled; but if Hatori Nakateune is to be 
believed, it is something very different from 
the view held by the Chinese, which, he says, 
“sounds as if based on profound principles, 
“and one fancies that they must be right, 
“ while the Japanese accounts sound shallow 
“and utterly unfounded in reason ;” although 
to this very candid statement he adds the 
paradoxical conclusion “ Bat the former are 
* lies, while the latter are trath.”"" Although 
we are familiar with the adage that “ truth 
is stranger than fiction,” this is very con- 
fusing to ordinary reasoning powers; but we 
think we are justified at least in conclading 
that the Shintd and Chinese cosmogonies 
are utterly irreconcilable; and if we read in the 
work just referred to, of the acts of creation 
(or procreation) which resulted in the birth 
of the islands of Japan, &. &c., and compare 
them with the saccinct epitome of cosmogony 
given in the first four lines of the Riu Kiu 
work called the Kin Y6, quoted partly from 
the Yih King (®) and partly from the Chinese 
Primer, ™ we shall find that it is as purely 
Chinese as it is possible. The remarks by 
Pauthier upon the difference existing be- 
tween the Chinese system of cosmogony and 
that of the West, are so apposite here 
that we quote them at length. “ Dans tous

measure. , The foot is one third of a yard; and the inch is 
one twelfth of a foot. 

The gallon, quart and pint are the English Imperial 
measures of capacity for liquids.

» When he first ascended the imperial throne, 
e solemn oath before Heaven that “the will of 
the people shall be ascertained and the administration of the 
Empire carried on conformably with their wishes.” Seven 
years afterwards His Imperial Majesty issued an edict that 
“ constitutional government shall be gradually introduced.” 
His Majesty's virtues are indeed great and his wisdom pro- 
found. Is there any other means of ascertaining the will 
of the people and introducing constitutional government, ex- 

cept by the establishment of a national assembly ? 

At the time we refer to, His Majesty evidently desired to 
graut poli rights to the people, but they treated the 
matter with an indifference born of ignorance, and although 
the ex-privy councillor Goto Shojiro and others presented 
a on the subject, there were many among the 
publie who expressed a conviction that the country was not 
ripe for so radical an innovation. Thus the matter has 
been put off until the present day, 

The cireumstances when” ose are, however, very dif- 
ferent now to those of the tong of Meiji (1874.) Not 
only do the people no longer think that the establishment 
of a constituent assembly would be premature, but so- 
cieties and leagues have been formed throughout the length 
and breadth of the land, in order to secure the boon. 
Who therefore can now ae Sat the _— are in- 
different, or that they cannot be entrusted with participa- 
tion in legislative we 

Troubles and disturbances often take place in a country 
from unexpected causes, and if those members of the poli- 
tical societies who are desirons for a national assembly 
should find their hopes frustrated, it is to be feared that 
they will rise in insurrection and refuse to be pacified. 

Again, if your Excellency, taking advantage of your 
_ exalted position and acknowledged popularity, despises the 
_ current of public opinion, and does not seek a suitable outlet 
_ for its violence, future history in speaking of your Excel- 

leney will say that you “occupied the position of Prime 

Minister, but did not enforce the imperial edict, allow the 

people to succeed in their reasouable desires, or carry on 

the administration of the Empire so as to meet with the 
approbation of the public. On the contrary the peopl? 
_ were dissatisfied, and foreigners still maintained their 
_ haughty disregard for the independence of the nation.” 
How could your Excellency’s admirers rid you of this 
blame? The subject bas caused us much perplexity and 
embarrassment. 
Your Excellency is well aware of all these ciroumstandes, 
and will doubtless take the necessary steps to carry out the 
» qalesived reforms with due care and We feel 
of this from the establishment of local and other subordinate

- But what course is to be adopted if the é are 
not content with the existing assemblies ? We are an- 
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xious to avoid any statements which might prove unpala- 
table, but it is undeniable that the clamow of the public, 

_ and more especially the inhabitants of our esr ap for a 
constituent assembly, is now like that of a hungry man for 
food, This is why we have addressed a memorial to your 
Excellency on the subject, as we have no intention of forcing 
the question upon you by a conspiracy or the assemblage 
* of multitudes of people. We do so simply because we con- 
” sider it our duty, having regard to the present state of the 
\ Ewpire. We have not cousidered ourselves in this matter, 
» but only our beloved country, and if, in the fulness of our 
- feelings, we have exceeded the bounds of politeness, we pray 
r Excel y to excuse our offence and regard only the 

- meaning aud spirit of our memorial, | 
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
